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3: In the alternative, the Motion is GRANTED IN PART AND DENIED 
IN PART, and the class allegations in paragraph 17 and sub-section (f) 
of the final unnumbered paragraph of Plaintiffs’ Second Amended 
Complaint are hereby STRICKEN.
